For Diablo Peak

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 27.—Jo 
Mora, California’s noted sculptor, will 
brobably be engaged to design the 
indicator and monument that is to 
he erected by the Mount Diablo Park 
commission, at the summit of the 
landmark of Contra Costa county. 
(Choice of\ Mora was unanimous 
with the members of the commiss- 
ion, which held a special meeting 
here in. the offices of Lews F. 
Byington, member of the body. Mora 
is to be asked within the next few 
days to prepare an appropriate de- 
sign for the proposed indicator and 
monument. ! { 
‘Several suggestions have already 
been made for the general design 
of the indicator, the most frequent 
being that it be modelled after the 
form of a Grecian cclumn at the top 
of which could be countersunk a 
bronze placque on which might be 
marked radiating lines indicating the 
Many points of interest in Central 
California, which are visible from 
the 4000: foot summit of Mount Dia- 
blo. ; 
‘So that the indicator and monu- 
ment would always be available for 
the use of the United States Geodetic , 
Survey at any time it might wish 
to re-occupy the pofnt of triangula- 
tion at the peak. of the- mountain 
the center of the column must be 
hollow, providing a bore of about 
four inches in diameter for the full 
length of the column. 
iAt its base must be four openings 
giving access to the copper bolt 
marking the point of crossing of the 
Diablo base and meridian 
lines, . which» was placed there in 
1851. It was at that time, also, 
that the old briek “chimney” which 
now stands &t the top of the -moun- 
tain was first erected, The new in- 
dictator and monument. will replaco 
ths original monument. 


Completion of the new indicator 


and monument and its unveiling wil) | 


provide an occasion of interest 
throughout Central California, ac- 
cording to members of the commis- 
ison, Mount Diablo is not merely a 
dandmark of Contra Costa county, 
point out the commissioners, but is 
one of the most noted péaks ‘in the 
west.
